Art work must be on paper or
poster board and must be at least
14-by-18 inches no larger than
16-by-22 inches.

Poster must be readily understood
and all words must be legible and

spelled correctly.

Colors should reinforce the theme.
Also, bold colors can be seen
more easily from a distance.

Use materials that are easily
reproduced, such as temperaq,
crayon, markers, or pen & ink.

Artwork and lettering must be
original and created without
the assistance of parents or
teachers.

Replicas of copyrighted or
registered characters or logos
are prohibited.

Poster must reflect an
understanding of organ and
tissue donation. Slogans or
phrasing should be direct and
simple.
